BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES OF TORRANCE

The largest and most important 
meeting of the board of trustee! 
was held last Wednesday evening 
The meeting was called to ordar at 
8 p. m., and it was necessary tc 
adjourn at 11:59 and call back tc 
order at 12:01 a. in. Thursday 
morning. All members of the 
Board were present, as .well as Mr 
Gilbert's delegation from Vistt 
Highlands.

The minutes of the previous meet 
Ing were rtad and approved. A 
number of written communications 
were read, among th^m being one 
from the secretary of the Torranci 
Business Men's Association, in whicn 
that association went on record at 
hot favoring the revocable licens.- 
ordinance which has been proposed

The city cleik was instructed tc 
write to the secretary asking why 
the association did not favor thf 
>roposed revocable license ordinance 
.\ letter from the Automobile Clut 
in regard to the pooling of spee-.'' 
limit and other nigns of tha same 
.lature within the city limits. The 
president of the board was authpriz 
ed to enter into a contract with' the 
Auto Club to erect the signs, thd- 
city to- pay for the upkeep of tha, 
signs after they are erected.

The report of the street and park 
committee relative to the establish­ 
ing of a crossinci over the P. F 
tracks at Barlow avenue and Cab- 
rillo streets was made to the ettec. 
that that committee did not favor 
the crossing being put in. As 'Tar
 is thig paper can see and with un­ 
biased opinion, this crossing if es­ 
tablished would prove of great bene­ 
fit to the motorists. How the trus­ 
tees expect to regulate the traffic in 
me way directions along Cabrillo 
ttreet without the crossing no on? 
las explained. As near as can be 
'earned, the move of not favoring 
he crossing wae made on the re 
xjinmendtttion cf tin Pacific Electric 
ind not with a view of solving a
 raffle problem. The statement 
that as a matter of safety the com-
 nittee did not favor the crossing 
being established is without suffici­ 
ent ground.

A communication from. Mr. George 
3teadman asking the board of trus 
'ees to suggest that the Southern 
California Gas Co. open an office 
In the City of Torrance was dis­ 
cussed. There seemad* to be a dif 
"erence of opinion as to whether 
f he board of trustees were to work 
'owards the getting of more bus!- 
less and more industries here. 
Trustee Fltzhugh's idea seemed lo 
'ie to have somebody elsa bring the 
Industries and'other businesses to 
"he city and then let the trustees 
put a tax on them.

Most of the evening was taken ux) 
with a discussion of the proposed
 icceptance by the city of the streeta 
In Tract 4070. The discussion grew 
very warm at times. Mr. M. R. 
Osburn, vice-president and gsneral 
manager of the Dominguez Land 
Corporation, was present, and in 
spite of the fact that Trustee Gilbert 
Insisted on bringing in the matter 
)f the streets in Tract 2761; finally 
'irought the matter of Tract 4070 
lefore the Board for action. Mr. 
Gilbert had a large delegation of 
iroperty owners of Vista Highlands 
vho all, with the exception of one 
nan, own property in Tract 2761, 
ind attempted to bring up the mat­ 
ter of paving the streets abuttine 
their property. The bone of con­ 
tention laid •&& to whether the Dom- 
Inguez Land Corporation would pave 
the streets with three inches of de­ 
composed granite or just a film of 
crushed rock. It was agreed that 
the specifications of the Board' of 
"ouuty Supervisors to pave with the 
thin surface would not last long on 
the heavily travsled thoroughfares. 
It was finally decided to draw up a 
resolution stating that the city 
would accept the streets if the Do- 
minguez Land Corporation would 
agree to pave the streets in Tract 
2761 as follows: Sixteenth street 
from Cedar to Kester avenue with 
three inches of crushed rock und oil 
and also the grading. Date, Elm, 
Fern, Greenwood and Hickory from 
Sixteenth street to Redondo Boule­ 
vard to be paved according to thu 
specifications filed with the County 
Supervisors before the incorporation

of the city. Fourteenth street fron 
:edar to Hickory to be paved as pe 
her county specifications.

 the ordinance on the fixing of th. 
alaries of the city officials was Riv 

3n its final reading and approved.
An ordinance drawn by the CU 

Engineer that a Datum Plane c 
>ase level for the guidance of ,il 
elevations in the city be establishe 
\va» read and approved. The Datun 
?lane or base level has been estab­ 
lished in the concrete base of the 
ilag pole opposite the new Audi­ 
torium Building.

The matter of the proposed li- 
cenfie ordinance was next brought 
up and was/ given its first reading. 
It Is necessary to give proposed or­ 
dinances two full and complete read­ 
ing* before they can be approved, 
it then takes thirty days after the 
passage of the ordinance before it 
is In force.

The license ordinance fees as pro­ 
posed in the first reading are as 
follows: All of the following bus! 
aesses or professions are to be 
jharged the sum of three dollars per 
quarter:

Real estate and insurance brok 
ers; garages with privilege of sell­ 
ing gasoline and oils; draying and 
trucking; poolrooms with privilege 
ot selling tobacco and soft drinks: 
bowling alleys; photograph galler­ 
ies; restaurants; soft drink parlors; 
fruit stands; plumbing and electri­ 
cal dealers; wall paper and pain! 
dealers; cigar stands; general mer 
chandise dealers; gravel and crush­ 
ed rock dealers; creameries; drug 
stores; jewelry stores; secondhand 
dealers; meat and fish markets; 
selling of baked goods from a wag­ 
on; fruit and vegetable dealers re­ 
siding outside the city limits; uuto 
mobile accessory dealers; undertak­ 
ers; hotels, apartment houses or 
letting of furnished rooms e-v.copt in 
the case of a private home; sewing 
machine agents when established ir 
the city; grain and merchaudia, 
warehouses; lumber /ards; laundry; 
venders of water for domestic use; 
Ice cream dealers, wholesale and re 
tail; dry goods and haberdasher 
merchants; hair dressing and mani­ 
cure parlors; carbonated water deal 
ers; grocery; tea and coffee stores, 
and any other business not herein 
specified.

The fee to be charged the follow- 
'ng businesses, professions or occu­ 
pations for the time specified is as 
follows:

Holding of a public auction, $5 
per. day; automobiles and public 
stages, $12 per half year per car; 
boxing contests, $10 per day; cir­ 
cus, $25 per day per ring; fortune 
tellers, clairvoiants, etc., $50 per 
annum; dealers and sellers of fire­ 
works where not in connection with 
an established place of business in 
the city, $2 per day; moving picture 
theatres, $50 per annum; penny 
arcades, $10 per quarter; portrait 
and picture solicitors, $5 per day 
wholesale candy and tobacco deal 
ers, $24 per annum; coal oil, gaso 
line and dlstilate peddlers, $18 pei 
annum; coffee, tea and spice ped­ 
dlers, $4.50 per quarter; watch 
clothing and jewelry club*, $25 pet 
month; junk dealers, $2 per day; 
sewing machine agents where no 
having establishment in the city 
$5 per month; passing out of hand 
bills and advertising except in ; 
regular establishment In the city 
$10 per day; maintaining of bil 
boards for display advertising, 5> 
per,square foot per annum; for the 
holding of a public dance in connec 
tion with a hotel where a dance £ef 
Is charged, $25 per annum.

On motion of Ti-u»ten 8mith, sec 
onded by Trustee Gilbert, the or 
dinances were adopted.

At 11:59 p. m. the meeting was 
adjourned until 12:01 a. m. Thurs­ 
day morning, June 29th, This was 
necessary, as tha business transact­ 
ed would not be legal If carriec' 
over the hour of midnight.

Various bills which had been' ap­ 
proved by the -Finance Ontumlttec 
were ordered paid. The bills were 
mostly for labor in connection with 
street maintenance work. Also the 
bills tor street lighting.
